lifetime he has seen the day when 
"the m asts of e v e ry vessel that sailed 
th e Seven Seas were m ade from New

pine;

very little white pine is cut in New 
England big enough to furnish a good- 
sized spar." 
Ile tells also. 
to 
illus­ 
trate the increasing cost of the wood, 
th a t he ordered a set of book shelves

The rich forests of Michigan were 
once thought inexhaustible and lum­ 
bering continued in a most reckless

m anner for years. 
Suddenly the peo­ 
ple awoke to the fact that the thought­ 
less destruction of 
the 
trees 
had 
thrown 6,000,000 of acres on the de­ 
linquent tax list. These white barrens 
point to the terrible penalty of waist­ 
ing the forest resources which should 
have been the heritage of all future 
generations. 
An idea of the increasing scarcity of 
white pine tim ber is given by the New 
York F. O. B. quotations, on a basis of 
carload lots. 
“ Uppers” of the best 
grade, 
cost $97 to $114 
a 
thousand 
board feet and the “selects” or next 
lower grade cost $79.50 to $99.50. Men 
who are not yet middle-aged rem em ­ 
ber the tim e when these grades could 
be purchased at $15 to $25 a thousand 


feet. 
The present quotations on q uar­ 
tered white oak. which are $75 to $^b. 
offer another 
basis 
of 
com parison 
which indicates th condition of tho 
m arket for white pine. 
The best stands of this tim ber now 
in this country are in scattered sec­ 
tions in Minnesota, New England and 
parts of Idaho. 
The species in Idaho 
is som etim es called silver pine. Some 
of tin* country's best white pine is 
found on the Indian reservations in 
M innesota and W isconsin 
and 
sca t­ 
tered stands in the states of Wyoming. 
Montana, and one or two oth er states. 
At tin' present rate of cutting the tree 
will soon be practically a thing of the 
past. 
T he sm all stands in the nation­ 
al forests are inconsiderable, but they

COMBATTING A COMMON EVIL 


Practices 
of 
Sending 
Dollars 
from 
Communities Where Earned Helps 


Along the Centralization of 
Business. 


A pparently tin* press is now fully 
aroused to the im portance of com bat­ 
ting the evils of patronizing 
other 
than home enterprises. 
Editorial and 
local colum ns of th** papers, especial­ 
ly in the w estern states, a re filled with 
com mon-sense articles setting before 
tilt* people such facts as appeal to rea­ 
son and patriotism. 
Some editors in 
their zeal to accomplish good, p erh ap s 
go too far in abuse of sy steins that take 
money from their neighborhoods, and 
by severe criticism s of patrons of out- 
of-town 
concerns 
“overshoot 
the 
m ark" and fail to accomplish what is 
m uch desired. 
None will gainsay that the wage- 
earner has the inherent right to spend 
his earnings w herever he desires, 
lf 
lo* wishes to buy his clothes in some 
distant city, he has that 
privilege. 
Som etim es he may have cause to do 
so. 
His home m erchants may not 
carry in stock what he wishes to se­ 
cure. 
O thers m ay charge him what 
he 
considers 
an 
exorbitant 
price. 
Quite often he may learn that 
he 
m akes a m istake by buying 
goods 
without 
a 
careful 
exam ination 
of 
them. 
W hen this is the case— and it 
frequently is—the purchaser becomes 
a better patron of home institutions 
than ever before. 
But there are a 
few things that the average man and 
woman overlook. 
It is that the dollars 
that they send aw ay m eans money 
taken out of local circulation, and the 
consequent impoverishing of the com 
niunity to that extent. 
Say that there 
are 2,000 people in tin* community. 
Five dollars a year from each one 
sent afar am ounts to $10,000 a year, 
, and in ten years $100,000. 
Supposing 
| that a fifth or six I Ii of this rep resen t­ 
ed the profits that should be left in 
the community. 
It would be quite 
enough to establish a business en te r­ 
prise that would support several fam ­ 
ilies. 
But from some com m unities the 
average am ounts sent aw ay for goods 
is from a third to a half and often 
m ore than the total paid or needed 
supplied. 
Think of what a great loss 
that is! 
Think that this trade, given 
to the home town, would im mediately 
increase its business from a third to 
a half! 
How m any years would it 
take if the home trade principle was 
adhered to strictly before your town 
I would be m ore than double in size? 
It would only require a 
very 
few 
I >ears. 
And with the growth of tin* 
| town everyone living within its limits 
j and its trade radius would receive a 
i benefit. 
All the residents of a co m m u n is 
: have common Interest in it. 
The la­ 
borer, the farm er, the m erchant, tie* 
doctor and the lawyer prosper in com ­ 
mon. 
Their interests 
are 
parallel. 
The community is cooperative, 
lf the 
m erchant employed men from some 
distant city to do his work, would 
patronize an out-of-town doctor and 
the town doctor send away for the 
help he needed, tin* laborer would suf­ 
fer, and suppose that 
the laborers 
would send away for their e*gs. their 
vegetables, fruit, butter, etc . would 
not the farm er be affected? 
Suppose 
that tin* m erchant is compelled to do 
business 
without profit; can lie 
pay 
as good 
wages to his help as they 
should bi* entitled to*1 
So it 
goes 
down the line. 
The better the home 
town can be made, the better it is for 
all. 
He a patron of home industry, 
and by being such you assist yourself 
and all in your neighborhood.

How the Law Reads Under Which the 


Postal Department Excludes Frauds. 


Section 54SO revised statutes of the 
United S tates pertaining to illegal use 
of the mails reads tis follows: 
"Any 
person, who having devised or intend­ 
ed to devise any schem e or artifice to 
defraud or to be affected by either 
opening or intending to open corre­ 
spondence or comm unication with any 
oth er person w hether resident within 
or without the United States, by pea 
son of the post office establishm ent of 
the United States or by inciting such 
other persons to open com munication 
with the person so devising or in 
tending, 
and 
for 
executing 
such 
schem e or artifice, or attem pting to 
do so. shall place any letter or pack­ 
age in any post office of the United 
States, or take or receive therefrom , 
such persons so misusing the mails 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
m ore than five hundred dollars ($500) 
and im prisonm ent of not more than 
eighteen (ISI months, or by both snob 
punishments."

HOW SCHEM ERS W ORK. 


Cooperative Plans Used to Get Dollars 
from the People of the Country. 


Financiering or promoting has be­ 
come a particular science. 
This new 
science has taken the broad nam e of 
"system ,” and to "system ” is attrib ­ 
uted a Machiavellian! that would m ake 
insignificant tilt* 
chicanery 
of 
the 
noted Italian diplomat. At present the 
nation is treated to illustrations of the 
m ethods of the advocates of "system ” 
through th e m agazine articles, and the 
disclosures m ade of the transactions j 
of m any big concerns which have been 
investigated by tin* rourts. 
W hen sim m ered down, it will be 
seen that it is by list* of money con- j 
t ii hilted by th e m asses of people, and 
I 
placed in the control of the few that 
the m asters of finance a re enabled to I 
rob aud build up at will, give anil 
take, and let tin* people go to the bow­ 
wows. 


It is not tile intention herein to deal 
particularly with the gigantic institu­ 
tions, but to show how tin* principles 
employed by them are also brought 
into use by prom oters of schem es of 
lesser degree. 
And here an anomaly 
j 
presents Itself, plainly showing how 
short-sighted the m asses of people are. 
the sniall-caliber schem ers who apply 
system " ast* as their main props tin* 
cry of “tru st” and "robbers.” 
Well 
they know the cupidity of Hie m asses, 
and by presenting what appears 
a 
plausable schem e of cooperation get 
from out the pockets of the people 
money' with which to carry on busi­ 
ness. This plan of working is generally 
a stock-selling scheme, a m em bership 
plan with promise of selling goods at 
wholesale prices, and the paying of 
large dividends. 
A num ber of such 
concerns have lately com e into exist­ 
ence. 
Some of them have such m am ­ 
moth things in view that if their plans 
could be successfully carried out, it 
would be the building up of g reater 
monopolies than those that they hold 
up before the people as justification 
of their own existence. 
Do not he deceived by tile represen­ 
tations m ade by alleged cooperators. 
A close Investigation will show that 
instead of a purely cooperative plan, 
it is a schem e simply with the object 
of getting from the people money with 
which to c a n y on business 
for 
the 
personal gain of a few. 
Don t invest 
money' 
in 
any 
alleged 
cooperative 
store or concern located in the large 
cities, and of which you know nothing 
other than the representations m ade 
by their promoters. 
Rem em ber th at 
it is a poor schem e that does not carry 
with all appearances of so undness, for 
this is essential to tin* success of it.

and we find year after vear 
I heir num ber is decreasing. 
They are 
the unfortunates of humanity. 
Men 
with morbid m entalities, with crim inal 
instincts developed that m ake them a 
m enace to the public. 
T here is the 
; harm less tram p, a proper place for 
him should be in th e home for feeble- 
. minded; there is the indolent tram p, 
j with all m ental 
faculties 
developed 
whose place should be in the work- 
I house, aud there is also the w andering 
vampire, who is the crim inal at heart 
and whose proper place should be in 
tile penitentiary. If towns should have 
ordinances regulating the em ploym ent 
of those within its confines, and if 
such ordinances a re properly framed 
so as to impose a penalty upon the 
vagrant who may haps visit the place, 
! St will soon be found that such towns 
! will bo avoided and the troublesom e 
visitors to the com m unity will seek 
fields elsewhere. 


Unsound Cooperative Concerns. 
"Self-preservation is one of the first 
laws of nature*.” wrote* som e 
thinker

schemes that they know little about, 
prom pted by glittering 
promises of 
gre*at returns for little money. 
Lately 
num erous alleged cooperative m ercan­ 
tile establishm ents have sprung up in 
large cities and are seeking the sup­ 
port of farm ers throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Don’t take the advice of the 
“quack doctor” and com m it financial 
suicide by Investing in them and giv­ 
ing them your patronage instead of 
the business place of your own town. 


Progressive Farmers. 
The average American farmer is a 
progressive mortal. 
He is 
always 
ready to learn new things. 
He lately 
realizes more than ever the necessity 
of education in his business. 
He no 
longer ignores the fact that science is 
a wonderful factor in his 
work. 
a 
money saver that must be considered 
if he succeed. 
The more intelligent is 
the farmer, the more interest will he 
take in the furthering the Interests of 
hts home town, and building up and* 
improving the community in general. 


On th e island of Yezo in northern 
Japan, and on certain of th e Kurile 
islands which extend northw ards to­ 
wards K aintchatka. th e re dwells to­ 
day a race of people distinct in type. 
They are th** H airy Ainu, and although 
num bers of their 
settlem en ts 
have 
from tim e to tim e be en visited by 
travelers, most of th e inbar*.tanto have 
been living in a semi-civilized state 
Very few have seen the true Ainu, as 
they a re still to lie seen, living in 
barbaric style on the wildest parts of 
Yezo island. 
Among various 
w riters 
who have contributed to the literature 
on the subject of the Ainus, no on** 
has given a m ore graphic description 
of those natives than Mr. A. IL Sav­ 
age Landor. 
He had previously com ­ 
pleted a long and arduous journey, 
which em braced a tour of the whole j 
coast of Yezo and part of th** Kurile 
islands, during which he spent many j 
m onths studying th e habits and cus­ 
tom s of Hies** quaint p**ople. 
Although 
th** present w riter has also visited 
parts of Yezo, and traveled along the 
whole length of th e Kurile islands, he 
does not attem pt, in such an article as 
this, to do more than touch briefly up­ 
on on** or two custom s of th** Ainu. As 
their nam e suggests, they are a race 
of exceedingly hairy people. 
T he men 
grow great beards, of which they are 
* xcessively proud, and their bodies are 
thickly covered with hair, alm ost like 
m em bers of the monkey tribe. 
The 
women grow no hair on their faces, 
but seem to find a solace 
for 
this 
im aginary defect in tattooing m ous­ 
taches on their lips. and often prim i­ 
tive designs on their hands and arm s 
and also across their foreheads. Young 
unm arried women have 
very 
little 
tattooing on th em ; but. one** a wom­ 
an is m arried, her husband seem s to 
take a pride iii decorating his bride 
with representations of hirsute adorn 
ment. 
The modus operandi 
is 
one 
which requires considerable fortitude 
on th e part of the patient, since the 
crudest form of tattooing is adopted. 
rills consists of making a num ber of 
incisions in the skin with th** point of 
a knife. 
Cuttle-fish black or sm oke 
black is then rubbed into the wounds, 
and th e operation sets up great in­ 
flammation of tin* lips. and is ver> 
painful. 
A characteristic of the Ainu race is 
th** color of their skin, which is of a 
deep bronze or copper color, and in 
nowise resem bles any o th er 
of 
the 
oriental races, but is more like that 
of the American 
red 
Indians. 
The 
■Vina have no records, w ritten or o th ­ 
erwise, of their form er history, nor of 
how and whence they come to inhabit 
th** island of \ ozo. 
Thes** m atters 
seem unknown to them, and even to 
anthropologists. 
Legends, 
however, 
exist am ong certain of th e Ainu to 
th** effect that m any years ago Yezo 
was inhabited by a race of dim inutive 
people who were conquered, and ap ­ 
parently exterm inated, by th** Ainu. 
T hese people w ere called by the Ainu 
Koro-pok-kurn, or pit dwellers, ow ing 
to their habit of living in huts 
con­ 
structed over a form 
of 
rectangular, 
circular, or 
oval-shaped 
pit. 
many 
traces of which art* still found In Yezo 
and th** Kuril** islands. 
A few years 
ago the present w riter also discovered 
on the Behring sea coast of Alaska 
som e very perfect rem ains of a pit- 
dwellers* village, w hich is quite unlike 
any settlem en ts m ade to d a y by the 
Eskim o or AU ut natives of Alaska. 
T he Ainus claim that at rom e rem ote 
period they wvr** them selves rh** in­ 
habitants of som e far northern coun­ 
try. and as evidence of this they cite 
j th eir hairy bodies. 
They say, "W hy, 
I if we did not com e from a cold coun- 
j try, should we need to have skins like 
j a bear?” 
It is possible that they did 
i m igrate southw ards from the shores of 
| the Behring sea, eith er by way of the 
Aleutian islands, or along the coasts of 
K aintchatka and the Kuriles. 
One good trait in the Ainu ch aracter 
is their great bravery’, and this is a 
quality held in high esteem among 
them. On the island of Yezo, and some 
of th e Kuriles, bears ar** very num er­ 
ous. 
The Ainu men, w’ho ar** merely 
arm ed with such prim itive weapons as 
bows, arrow s and knives, hunt and 
kill a great num ber 
of 
bears. 
One 
species of these bears (U rsus ferox) is 
notoriously savage. 
One of the m ost 
curious and unnatural custom s of the 
Ainu has puzzled me as to its origin. 
At certain seasons of the year the m en 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old bears are killed, their skins and 
skulls being brought home. The skulls 


a re often erected on sticks, w here 
they rem ain as trophies outside the 
h u n ter’s dwelling. 
All 
young 
bear 
cubs which are captured are brought 
horn** to the settlem ents. wh€*re the 
women of the tribe adopt them, and 
actually suckle these beasts a s they 
would their own children. 
The object 
is th at in due course of tim e these 
young cubs shall be killed and eaten 
at w hat is known as a "Hear Festival.” 
Often when the cubs grow too big to 
be nursed any longer, they are con 
fined in a kind of wooden cage until 


Ainu Women. 
the tim e arrives for these festivals. 
The unfortunate bear cub is tied to a 
post in the cen ter of a group of Ainus. 
A headm an of the village teases the 
cub with som** shreds of willow bark 
fastened to the end of a pol**, while 
two oth er men stand with their bows 
draw n leady to shoot the victim as it 
stands on its hind legs. 
Although the 
w riter has visited native s* (Dements 
of all the different races which dwell 
on th e northern shores of Asia and 
America, from the Arctic ocean down 
wards, he has never encountered 
a 
sim ilar 
custom 
among 
any 
other 
tribes. 
The Ainu, like the Eskim o of A m er­ 
ica and the Tchukrchis of northeast 
Siberia, have no religion. 
They have 
no knowledge of a Suprem e Being and 
no belief in a future state. Mr. Landor. 
who questioned many natives on vari 


o h s subjects, was once scornfully told 
by one of them that "th** Ainu are 
taught nothing and they know noth 
ing." 
This 
exactly 
describes 
the 
stat** in which they live. 
C ertain of 
the Ainu interm arry with the Japan 
es**, and hence one sees a num ber of 
half-breeds. 
Also w here their villages 
are in proximity to Japanese settle 
ment s. the natives to a great extent 
adopt Japanese attire, w hereas among 
the tru e Ainu, in warm w eather, all 
forms of clothes are conspicuous by 
their absence. 
Any person who seeks experience 
am ong a strange people will be amp!? 
repaid by a visit to the Ainu of Yezo. 
But let not tin* w anderer pay too long 
a visit to I be interior of 
an 
Ainu 
house, unless ho be im m une from the 
effects of evil smells, for scarcely, even 
amidst 
the 
most 
savage 
northern 
races, have I ever know n anything to 
equal the uncleanliness of Ainu dwell­ 
ings. nor encountered any creatures 
of the hum an race more 
dirty 
and 
odoriferous than the H airy Ainu them ­ 
selves.

None will gainsay that the wage- 


earner has the Inherent right to spend 
his earnings wherever he dosiies. If 
ho wishes to buy his clothes in some 
distant city, he has that 
piivllege. 


Sometimes ho may have cause to do 
so. 
His home merchants 
may not 


carry iu stock what he wishes to se- 
cure. 
Others may charge him what 


he considers an 
exorbitant 
price. 


Quite often he may learn that 
he 


makes u mistake by buying 
goods 


without 
a 
careful examination of 


them. 
When this is the case—aud It 


frequently is—the purchaser becomes 
a better patron of home institutions 
than ever before. 
Hut there are a 


few things that the average maa and 
woman overlook. It is that the dollars 
that they send away means money 
taken out of local circulation, and the 
consequent impoverishing of the com- 
munity to that extent. Say that there 
are 2.000 people in the community 
Five dollars a year from each one 
sent afar am aunt A to $10,000 a year, 
and in ten years $100,000 
Supposing 


that a fifth or sixth of this represent- 
ed the profits thai should be left iu 
the communitv. 
[t would be quite 


enough to establish a business enter- 
prise that would suppoit several fam- 
ilies 
Hut from some communities the 


average amounts sent away for goods 
is from a third to a half and often 
more than the total paid or needed 
supplied. Think of what a great loss 
that is' 
Think that this trade, given 


to the home town, would immediately 
increase its business fiom a third to 
a half 
How man> \ears would it 


take if the home trade principle was 
adhered to strictly before jour town 
would lie mure than double in size? 
It would onl> require a 
very 
few 


>ears 
And with the growth of the 


town everyone living within its limits 
and its trade radius would receive a 
benefit 


AH I he residents of a comrmm[t> 


have common interest in it. 
The la- 


bnrer, the farmer, the meichant, the 
doctor and the lawyer prosper in com 
mon 
Their interests are 
parallel. 


The community is cooperative. 
If ilu- 


merchant employed men from some 
distant city to do his work, would 
patronize ail out-of-town doctor and 
the town doctor send away for the 
help he needed, the laborer would suf- 
fer, 
and suppose that the laborers 


would send awav for their eggs, then- 
vegetables, fruit, butter, etc . would 
not the farmer be affected? Suppose 
that the merchant is compelled to do 
business without profit, can lie pa\ 
as good 'wages to his help as they 
should be entitled to0 
So it goes 


down the line 
The better the home 


town can be made, the better it is for 
all

MISUSE OF THE MAILS. 


How the Law Reads Under Which the 


Postal Department Excludes Frauds. 


Section 54SO revised statutes of the 


United States pertaining to Illegal use 
of the mails reads as follows- "Any 
person, who having devised or intend- 
ed to devise any scheme or artifice to 
defraud or to be affected 
b> either 


opening or intending to open corre- 
spondence or communication with auy 
other peison whether resident within 
or without the United Slates, by rea- 
son of the post office establishment of 
the United States or by inciting such 
other persons to open communication 
with the person so devising or In- 
tending, 
and 
for 
executing 
such 


scheme or artifice, or attempting to 
do so, shall place any letter or pack- 
age in any post office of the United 
States, or take or receive therefrom, 
such persons so misusing the mails 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) 
and imprisonment of not more than 
eighteen (18) months, or by both such 
punishments."

HOW SCHEMERS WORK. 


Cooperative Plans Used to Get Dollar* 


from the People of the Country. 


Financiering or promoting has be- 


come a particular science. This new 
science has taken the broad name of 
"system," and to "system" is attrib- 
uted a Machiavcllism that would make 
Insignificant the 
chicanery 
of 
the 


noted Italian diplomat. At present the 
nation is treated to illustrations of the 
methods of the advocates of "system" 
through the magazine articles, and the 
disclosures made of the transactions 
of many his concerns which have been 
investigated by the courts. 


When simmered down. it will be 


seen that it is by use of money con- 
tributed by the masses of people, and 
placed in the control of the few that 
the masters of finance are enabled to 
rob and build up at will, give and 
take, and let the people so to the bow- 
w o w s. 


It is not the intention herein to deal 


particularly with the gigantic institu- 
tions, but tt> show how the principles 
employed bj them are aUo brought 
into use by promoters of schemes of 
lesser degree. And here an anomaly 
presents itself, plainl> showing how 
short-sighted the masses of people are. 
the small-caliber schemers who apply 
"system" use as their nmin props the 
cry of "trust" and "robbers." 
Well 


they Know the cupidity of ihe masses, 
and by presenting what appears 
a 


plausable scheme of cooperation get 
from out the pockets of the people 
money with which to carry on busi- 
ness. This plan of working is generally 
a stock-selling scheme, a membership 
plan with promise of selling goods at 
wholesale prices, and the paying of 
large dividends. A number of such 
concerns have lately come into exist- 
ence. Some of them have such mam- 
moth things in view that if their plans 
could be successfully carried out, it 
would be the building up of greater 
monopolies than those that they hold 
up before the people as justification 
of their own existence. 


Do not be deceived by the represen- 


tations made by alleged cooperutors. 
A close investigation will show that 
instead of a purely cooperative plan, 
it is a scheme simpl\ with the object 
of getting from the people money with 
which to carry on business for 
the 


personal gain of a few. 
Don't invest 


money 
In any 
alleged 
cooperative 


store or concern located in the large 
cities, and of which >oii Know nothing 
other than the representations made 
by their promoters. 
Remember that 


it is a poor scheme that does not carry 
with all appearances of soundness, for 
this Is essential to the success of it.

Lately 
numerous alleged cooperative mercan- 
tile establishments have sprung up In 
targe cities and are seeking tbe sup- 
port of farmers throughout the coun- 
try. 
Don't take the advice of the 


"quack doctor" and commit financial 
suicide by Investing in them and gir- 
ing them your patronage instead ot 
the business place of your own town. 


Progressive Farmers. 


The average American farmer is a 


progressive mortal. 
He is always 


ready to learn new things. He lately 
realizes more than ever the necessity 
of education in his business. He no 
longer Ignores the fact that science Is 
a wonderful factor in his 
work, a 


money saver that must be considered 
if he succeed. The more intelligent la 
the farmer, the more Interest will he 
take in the furthering the Interests of 
htR home town, and building up t.ndj 
Improving the community In general. 


Towns by Adopting Proper Ordinances 


Can Assist in Decreasing Vagrancy. 


Like unto the poor, the tramps and 


the "hoboes," It seems, we have "with 
us always" \Vith the coming of win- 
ter they drift from the north to the 
south. 
The torrid heat of summer 


finds them wending their way to the 
northern climate. While for the last 
decade of j ears prosperity has been 
universal 
throughout 
the 
United 


States, and employment for all willing 
to work, still the wandering, lonely, 
unfortunate, remain as an object les- 
sen of ignorance and indolence. Still 
in America conditions are such and 
local laws have tended toward better- 
ing the conditions of these "Weary 
Willies," and we find year after year 
their number is decreasing 
They are 


the unfortunates of humanity. Men 
with morbid mentalities, with criminal 
instincts developed that make them a 
menace to the public 
There Is the 


harmless Iramp, a proper place for 
him should be In the home for feeble- 
minded; theie is the indolent tramp, 
with all mental faculties developed 
whose place should be in the work- 
house, and there Is also the wandering 
vampire, who is the criminal at heart 
and whose proper place should be in 
the penitentiary. If towns should have 
ordinances regulating the employment 
of Ihosp within Its confines, and if 
such ordinances are properly framed 
so as to Impose a penalty upon the 
vagrant who ma>haps visit the place, 
it will soon be found that such towna 
will be avoided and the troublesome 
visitors to the commnnily will seek 
fields elsewhere. 


On the island of Yezo in northern 


Japan, and on certain of the Kuril** 
Islands which extend northwards to- 
wards Kamtchatka. there dwells to- 
day a race of people distinct in type. 
They are tho Hairy Ainu, and although 
numbers of their 
settlements 
have 


from time to time been visited by 
travelers, most of the inhabitants have- 
been living in a semi-civilized state 
Very few have seen the true Ainu, as 
'they are Btill to be seen, living in 
barbaric style on the wildest parts of 
Yezo island. 
Among various 
writers 


who have contributed to the literature 
on the subject of the Ainus, no one 
has given a more graphic description 
ot these natives than Mr. A. II. Sav- 
age Landor. He had previously com- 
pleted a long and arduous journey, 
which embraced a tour of the whole 
const of Yezo and part of the Kurile 


I islands, during which he spent many 


1 months studying; the habits and cus- 


1 toms of these quaint people- Although 


the present 
writer has also visited 


parts of Yezo, and traveled along the 
whole length of the Kmile islands, he 
does not attempt, in such an article as 
this, to do more than touch briefly up- 
on one or two customs of the Ainu. As 
their name suggests, they are a race 
of exceedingly hairy people. The men 
grow great beardb, of which they are 
excessively proud, and their bodies are 
thickly covered with hair, almost like 
members of the monkey tribe. 
The 


women grow no hair on their faces, 
but seem to find n solace 
tor 
this 


Imaginary defect in tattooing mous- 
taches on their lips, and often primi- 
tive designs on their hantlb and arms 
and also across their foreheads Young 
Tin married women have 
very little 


tattooing on them, but, mice a wom- 
an is married, her husband seems to 
take a pride in decorating his bride 
with representations of hirsute adorn- 
ment. 
The modus operandi 
is one 


which requiies considerable fortitude 
on the part of the patient, since the 
crudest form of tattooing is affopted. 
This consists of making a number ot 
incisions in the skin with the point of 
a knife. 
Cut lie-fish black or smoke 


black is then tubbed into the wounds, 
and 
I he operation sets up great in- 


flammation of the lips, and is ver> 
painful. 


A characteristic of the \mu ivce is 


the color of their skin, which i* of a 
deep bronze or copper color, and in 
nowise resembles any a I her 
of 
the 


oriental races, but is more like thai 
of the American red 
Indians 
The 


Ainu have no records, wntlen or ollv 
erwise. of their former histmy. nor of 
how and whence they come to inhabit 
the Island of Yezo 
These matters 


seem unknown to them, ami even to 
authiopologists. 
Legends. 
howoxer, 


exist among certain of the Ainu to 
the effect that many yeais ngo Yezo 
was inhabited by a race of diniinuii\e 
people who were conquered, and ap- 
paienlly exterminated, by the Ainu 
These people were called b\ the Ainu 
Koro-pok-Kurn. or pi 1-dwellers, owing 
to their habit of living in huts con- 
structed over a form 
of 
i octangular, 


circular, or 
oval-shaped 
pit. 
many 


traces ot which are still found in Y-ixo 
and the Kurile islands 
A few years 


ago the present writer also discovered 
on the Hehring sea const of Alaska 
some very perfect remains of a pit- 
dwellers' village, which is quite unlike 
any settlements ninde to-d.iy by the 
Kskimo or Aleut natives ol Alaska. 
The Ainus claim that at mine remote 
period they were thcMnselves the in- 
habitants of some Jar not them coun- 
tiy, and as evidence of this they cite 
their hairy bodies 
They say, "Why, 


if we did not come from a cold coun- 
try, should we need to have skins like 
a bear?" It is possible that they did 
migrate southwards from the shores of 
the Uehrlng sea, either by way of the 
Aleutian islands, or along tho coasts of 
Kamtchatka and the Kurilea. 
One good trait In the Ainu character 
is their great bravery, and this is a 
quality held In high esteem among 
them. On the island of Yezo, and some 
of the Kurlles, bears arc very numer- 
ous. The Ainu men, who are merely 
armed with such primitive weapons as 
bows, arrows and knives, hunt and 
kill a great number of bears. One 
species of these bears (Ursus ferox) iu 
notoriously savage. One of the most 
curious and unnatural customs of the 
Ainu has puzzled me as to Its origin. 
At certain seasons of the year the men 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old bears are killed, their skins an>1 
skulls being brought home. The skulls 


are often erected on sticks, where 
they remain as trophies outside the 
hunter's dwelling. 
All 
young 
bear 


cubs which are captured are brought 
home to the sett lements, where the 
women of the tribe adopt them, and 
actually suckle these beasts as they 
would their own children. The object 
Is that in due course of time these 
young cubs shall be killed and eaten « 
at what is known as a "Hear Festival." * 
Often when the cubs grow too big to 
be nursed any longer, they are con- 
fined In a kind of wooden cage until

the time arrives for these festivals. 
The unfortunate hear cub is tied to a 
post in the center of a group of Ainus. 
A headman of the village teases the 
cub with some shreds of willow bark 
fastened to the end of a pole, while 
two ether men stand with their bows 
drawn leady to shoot the victim as It 
stands on its hind legs. Although the 
writer has visited native settlements 
of all the different races which dwell 
on the northern shores of Asia and 
America, from the Arctic ocean down-^ 
wards. lie has never encountered 
o 


similar 
custom 
among 
any other 


tribes. 


The Ainu, like the Kskimo of Amer- 


ica and the Tehuktchis of northeast 
Siberia, have no religion. They have 
no knowledge of u Supreme Being aud 
no belief in a future state. Mr. Landor, 
who questioned many natives on varl 
ons subjects, w.is once scornfully told 
by one of them that "the Ainu are 
taught nothing and they know notb-f 
inu " This 
exactly 
describes 
the 


state in which they live. Certain ot 
the Ainu intermarry with the Japan- 
ese, and hence one sees a number ot 
half-breeds. 
Also where their villages 


are in proximity to Japanese settle 
menu, ihe natives lo n great extent 
adopt .liipiUK>.-.o attire, whereas ainonp 
ihe inie Ainu, in warm weather, all 
forms of clothes are conspicuous by 
their absence.

Sometimes ho may have cause to do 
so. 
His home merchants may not 


carry iu stock what he wishes to se- 
cure. 
Others may charge him what 


he 
considers an 
exorbitant 
price. 


Quite often he may learn that 
he 


makes a mistake by buying 
goods 


without 
a 
careful 
examination of 


them. 
When this is the case—and It 


frequently is—the purchaser becomes 
a better patron of home institutions 
than ever before. 
Hut there are a 


few things that the average man and 
woman overlook. It is that the dollars 
that they send away means money 
taken out of local circulation, and the 
consequent impoverishing of the com- 
munlt) to that extent. Say that there 
are 2.000 people in the community 
Five dollars a year from each one 
sent afar amounts to $10,000 a year, 
and in ten years {100,000 
Supposing 


that a tlfth or sixth of this represent- 
ed the profits that should be left in 
the conimunitv. 
[t would be quite 


enough to establish a business enter- 
prise that would silppoit several fam- 
ilies 
Hut from some communities the 


average amounts sent away for goods 
is from a third to a half and often 
more than the total paid or needed 
supplied. Think of what a great loss 
that is' 
Think that this trade, given 


to the home town, would immediately 
Increase its business fiom a third to 
a half 
How man> \ears would it 


take if the home trade principle was 
adhered to strictly before jour town 
would he more than double in size? 
It would onl> require a 
very 
few 


>ears 
And with the growth of the 


town everyone living within its limits 
and its trade radius would receive a 
benefit 


All the residents of a comnuinitv 


have common interest in it. 
The la- 


borer, the farmer, the meichant, the 
doctor and the lawyer prosper in com 
mon 
Their interests are 
parallel. 


The community is cooperative. If |he 
merchant employed men from some 
distant city to do his work, would 
patronize an out-of-town doctor and 
the town doctor send away for the 
help he needed, the laborer would suf- 
fer, and suppose that the laborers 
would send awav for their eggs, their 
vegetables, fruit, butter, etc. would 
lot the farmer be affected? Suppose 
that the merchant is compelled to do 
business ^without profit, can he pa\ 
as good 'wages to his help as they 
should be entitled to"

MISUSE OF THE MAILS. 


How the Law Reads Under Which the 


Postal Department Excludes Frauds. 


Section 54SO revised statutes of the 


Tnited States pertninmp: to Illegal use 
of the mails reads as follows- "Any 
icrson. who having devised or intend- 


to devise any scheme or artitlce to 


defraud or to be affected 
b> either 


>pening or Intending to open corre- 
spondence or communication with auy 
ither peiuon whether resident within 
>r without the United Slates, by rea- 
ion of the post office establishment of 
the United States or by inciting such 
other persons to open communication 
with the person so devising or In- 
tending, 
and 
for 
executing 
such 


scheme or artifice, or attempting to 
do so, shall place any letter or pack- 
age in any post, office of the United 
States, or take or receive therefrom, 
such persons so misusing the mails 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) 
and imprisonment of not more than 
eighteen (18) months, or by both such 
punishments."

Cooperative Plans Used to Get Dollar* 


from the People of the Country. 


Financiering or promoting has be- 


come a particular science. This new 
science has taken the broad name of 
"system," and to "system" is attrib- 
uted a Machfavclltsm that would make 
Insignificant tho chicanery 
of 
tha 


noted Italian diplomat. At present the 
nation is treated to illustrations of the 
methods of the advocates of "system" 
through the magazine articles, and the 
disclosures made of the transactions 
of many big concerns which have been 
investigated by the courts. 


When simmered down, it will bo 


seen that it Is by us-e of money con- 
tributed by the masses <jf people, and 
placed in the control of the few that 
the nuslers of nuance are enabled to 
roll and build up at will, give and 
take, tind let the people so to the bow- 
wows. 


It is not the intention herein to deal 


particularly w i t h the gigantic institu- 
tions, but to show how the principles 
employed l)j them arc al.io brought 
into use by promoters of schemes of 
lesser degree. And here nn anomaly 
presents itself, plainb showing how 
short-sighted the masses of people are. 
the small-caliber se!:emers who apply 
"system" use as their main props the 
cry of "trust" and "robbers." 'Well 
they linow tho cupidity of Hie masses, 
and by presenting what appears 
a 


plausable scheme of cooperation get 
from out the pockets of the people 
money with which to carry on busi- 
ness. This plan or working Is generally 
a stock-selling scheme, a membership 
plan with promise of selling goods at 
wholesale prices, and the paying of 
large dividends. A number of such 
concerns have lately come into exist- 
ence. 
Some of them have such mam- 


moth things In view that if their plans 
could be successfully carried out. It 
would be the building up of greater 
monopolies than those that they hold 
up before the people as justification 
of their own existence. 


Do not be deceived b.v the represen- 


tations made by alleged cooperators. 
A close Investigation will show that 
instead of a purely cooperative plan, 
it is a scheme simpl> with the object 
of getting from the people money with 
which to carry on business 
for 
the 


personal gain of a few. Don't invest 
money 
In any 
alleged cooperative 


tore or concern located in tho large 


cities, and of whieli J Ou l,m>w nothing 
other than the re-presentations made 
b.v their promoters. 
Remember that 


t is a poor scheme that does not carry 
with all appearances of soundness, for 
this is essential to the success of it.

ind whose proper place should be In 
he penitentiary. If towns should have 
ordinances regulating the employment 
^f Ihosp within its confines, and if 
uch ordinances are properly framed 
o as to Impose a penalty upon the 
agrant who ma>haps visit the place, 
t will noon be found that such towna 
vill be avoided and Iho troublesome 
isitors to the conummily will noek 
olds elsewhere.

"quack doctor" and commit financial 
suicide by Investing In them and glr- 
ing them your patronage Instead of 
the business place of your own town.

Japan, and on certain of the Kuril 
Islands which extend northwards to 
waids Kamtchatka. there dwells to 
day a race of people distinct in type 
They are tho Hairy Ainu, and althougi 
numbers of their 
settlements 
hav< 


from time to time been visited b; 
travelers, most of the inhabitants hav 
been living in a semi-civilized state 
Very few have seen the true Ainn, a 
they are Btlll to be seen, living ii 
barbaric style on the wildest parts o 
Yezo island. Among various 
writer 


who have contributed to the llteratur 
on the subject of the Ainus, no on 
has given a more, graphic descrfptioi 
ot these natives than Mr. A. II. Sav 
age Landor. He had previously con 
pleted a long and arduous jotirnev 
which embraced a tour of the whol 
coast of Yezo and part of the Kuril 
islands, during which he spent man 
months studying the habits and cm 


1 toms of these quaint people 
Althougi 


tho present writer has also visitei 
parts of Yezo, and traveled along tlv 
whole length of the Km lie islands, h 
does not attempt, in such an article a 
this, to do more than touch briefly uj: 
on one or two customs of the Ainu. A 
their name suggests, they are a raci 
of exceedingly hairy people. The mei 
grow great beardb, of which they art 
excessively proud, and their bodies nr 
thickly covered with hair, almost liki 
members of the monkey tribe. 
Th 


women grow no hair on their faces 
but seem to find a solace 
tor 
1hi 


Imaginary defect In tattooing mous 
niches on their lips, and often prlml 
tive designs on their hands and arm 
and also across their foreheads Young 
unmarried women have 
very 
little 


tattooing on them, but, once :i worn 
an is married, her husband seems t 
take a pride in decorating his brld 
with representations of hirsute adorn 
ment. 
The modus operandi 
is

which requiies considerable fortitud' 
on the part of the patient, since the 
crudest form of tattooing is afTopted 
This consists of making a number o 
incisions in the skin with the point o 
a knife.

Ainu have no records, wntlen or oil; 
erwise. of their former histoiy. nor o 
how and whence trey come to inhabi 
the Island of Yezo 
These matter; 


seem unknown to them, ami even to 
anthiopologists. 
Legends. 
however 


exist among ce'-tain of the Ainu ti 
the effect that many yeais nuo Yezi: 
was inhabited by a race of diminutive 
people who were conquered, and an 
paienlly exterminated, by the Ainu 
These people were called h> tile Ainu 
Koro-pok-klirli. or pit-dwellers, owing 
to their habit of living in huts con- 
structed over a form 
of 
i octangular, 


circular, or 
ov.il-shaped pit. many 


traces ot which are still found in Y"zo 
and the Kurile islands 
A few years 


ago the present writer also discovered 
on the Hehring sea coast of Alaska 
some very perfect remains of a pit- 
dwellers' village, which Is quite unlik 
any settlements made to-d.iy by the 
Kskimo or Aleut natives ol Alaska. 
The Ainus claim tluit at :ome remote 
period they were themselves the in- 
habitants of some lar noithern coun- 
tiy, and as evidence of this they cite 
their hairy bodies 
They say, "Whs 


if we did not come from a cold coun- 
try, should we need to have skins like 
a bear?" It is possible that they did 
migrate southwards from the shores of 
the Uehrlng sea, either by way of the 
Aleutian islands, or along the coasts of 
Knmtchatka and the Kurilea. 
One good trait in the Ainu character 
Is their great bravery, and this is a 
quality held In high esteem among 
them. On the island of Yezo, and some 
of the Kurlles, bears are very numer- 
ous. 
The Ainu mon, who are merely 


armed with such primitive weapons as 
bows, arrows and knives, hunt and 
kill a great number of bears. One 
species of these bears (Ursus ferox) IB 
notoriously savage. One of the most 
curious and unnatural customs of the 
Ainu has puzzled me as to its origin. 
At certain seasons of the year the men 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old bears are killed, their skins and 
•kulls being brought home. The skulls 


are often erected on sticks, where 
they remain as trophies outside the 
hunter's dwelling. 
All 
young 
bear 


cubs which are captured are brought 
home to the settlements, where the 
women of the tribe adopt them, and 
actually suckle these beasts as they 
would their own children. The object 
is that in due course of time these 
young cubs shall be killed and eaten M 
at what is known as a "Hear Festival." * 
Often when the cubs grow too big to 
be nursed any longer, they are con- 
fined In a kind of wooden cage until

tho time arrives for these festivals. 
The unfortunate bear cub is tied to a 
post in the center of a group of Ainua. 
A headman of the village teasos the 
cub with some shreds of willow bark 
fasiem-d to the end of a pole, while 
two other men stand with thoir bowe 
drawn leady to shoot the victim as It 
stands on its hind legs. Although the 
writer has visited native settlements 
of all the different races which dwell 
on tho northern shores of Asia and 
America, from the Arctic ocean down-^ 
wards. lie has never encountered 
o 


similar 
custom 
among 
any other 


tribes. 


The Ainn. like the Kskimo of Amer- 


ica and tho Tchnktchis of northeast 
Siberia, havo no religion. They have 
no knowledge of a Supreme Hulng aud 
no belief in a future state. Mr. Landor, 
who questioned many natives on vari 


? subjects, w.is once scornfully told 


by one of them that "the Ainu are 
taught nothing and they know notb-f* 


: " 
This 
exactly 
describes 
the 


state in which they live. Certain ot 
tho Ainu inierinarry with the Japan- 
ese, and hence one sees a number ot 
half-breeds. 
Also whore their villages 


are in proximity to Japanese settle 
menu, ihe natives lo n groat extent 
adopt .lupiiiK'M* altiro. whort-ns amonp 
ihe true Ainu, in warm weather, all 
forms of cloihes art* conspicuous by 
Iheir absence.
